Many of the most valuable ^ontribu-

ty experimental tank. 


The primary idea of the testing tank 


for models is to determine to a aiceiy 
scarcely understood by the nnscientifie 
mind the resistance of the hulls of the 
eroiseis not yet built, the effect of dis- 
turbing coirents on hulls of different 
shapes and the revealing of errors too 
mirrate to be distinguished except by a 
working iaodel under proper conditions 
of water pressure. 


With the employment of the new 


tank it will be necessary to make exact 
models of each ccmemuJated cruiser. 
These are to bo constructed of paraffin 
•was aad most, for the coinplete suc- 
cess of die idea, he masterpieces of 
workmanship and absolnfe facsimiles of 
the enormous cruisers. In "length these 
little was cruisers vary from TO to 30 
fees. As a rule they are made as large 
as possible, so that their performances 
may be on a corresponding scale, -with 
less, likelihood of minor errors being dis- 
guised, which will naturally be corre- 
spondingly multiplied m the finished 
vessels.

The tank in reality is no taak at all, 


but a good sized •water course, being 
200 feet ia length, 40 feet in width and 
having a depth of 12 feet It is to be 
bails substantially, with "a solid .bottom 
JUKI sides.of stone. Above this water- 
way there extends what at first glance 
very much resemble* a regular trolley 
•wire, with- an electric motor attached 
ssonQcad. .As either side of the frater 
tank there is a little car track, on •which 
s machine runs that is called a car- 
tiags. Its only resemblance to a car- 
riage .is its wheels. Beyond'that is is a 
complicated affair, vhich shows on a 
flas snrfaca half a dozen dials of various 
sizes with little hands, some of whioh 
rash ever the .numbers of the dial at 
lightning speed, while others creep 
•with a snail's pace. A wire running from 
tae overhanging trolley connects with 
thjs carriage and from the connecting 
point branches off into a network of 
Wires to ibs dials, -kgaia, from the 
maia trolley .•wire above the water the 
connecting c=»rtiage wire extends to the 
model of wax in the -water. It is from 
thw. that wonders are worked on the 
carriage. By half a hundred delicate 
contrivances oa board the miniature 
cruiser a. current is sent, through the 
connecting-wires to the dial hanfe tp 
mark the distance traveled ineagh frac- 
tion of & seconds to register the slight- 
est suggestion of a disturbing draft or 
current of water or to show the exact 
resistance m the propelling. 


As the. wax model moves through the 


•water at any desired rate of speed the 
expert naval officers watch the dial 
plates to make innumerable calcula- 
tions. The moment the figures show 
that some variation of the hull is re- 
quired the current is switched off. Then 
one of the reasons for the use of paraf- 
fin wax becomes evident, for it can be 
easily cat arid readily modified to suit 
the alterations suggested by experi- 
menta. These alterations are but infin- 
itesimal (scrapings from the outer shell, 
cut each spot the size of a pinhead 
taken from the model means a plate 
section from the completed cruiser. An- 
other reason for tiua use of this type of 
was; is that it does not change its 
weight by absorbing water, thus permit- 
ting of absolute, calculations being 
made. : 


When the aaval officers and ship- 


builders are in possession of the deli- 
cateJy obtained results of the ship mod- 
el testing tank, it can be known to a 
certainty just what is to be done by the 
cruiser before she ia launched. Of all 
-thp prnhlfltns about a warship the only 
one at the present moment incapable of 
being solved by ordinary methods in ex- 
treme cases is that of the speed and 
power. Ko ability acd no training will 
enable even the most skillful naval 
architect to overcome the want of an 
experimental tank in coping with these 
<5\iestiona. Tim establishment of an ex- 
psrimental tank will cor, only benefit 
this naval service, but will greatly pro- 
mote the shipbuilding interests ot the 
country at large by furnishing reliable 
information as to the future perform- 
ance of now types of cominni'cial ves- 
sels that, will aid American shipbuilders 
to compete on mor» equal terms with 
fo«'i|£ii yards in which similar informa- 
tion is already available.

Plant Rye. 


The cheapest; substitute for a winter 


grass is found in fall rye, and so fully 
does this plant provide the necessary re- 
quirements of a green winter feed in 
pasture form that when it has been used 
it fa as truly regarded a farm necessity 
as the corn or -wheat crop. The fall or \ 
winter rye is a strong grower under ad- 
verse weather conditions and is an ex- 
traordinary grower when favored with 
a -well prepared seed bed and plenty oJ 
moisture. It accommodates itself to a 
long season of seeding and cannot be en- 
tirely defeated in making a growth un- 
der the moat discouraging influences. 
Seeding may commence ia August and 
continue up to the beginning of winter. 
The early seeding will come on rapidly 
it favored with moisture sufficient to 
germinate the seed and will afford good 
feed for fall and waiter grazing. Very 
lata seeding will often make no fall 
growth, bnt start early in the spring 
and make pasture several weeks before 
the native pasture grasses are ready to 
turn stock on. 


The habit of the rye plant to stool and 


increase in growth from being cropped 
off by stork is oae of its most tavorable 
features as a pasturage crop. Instead of 
being damaged by tiie tramping and 
feeding of the grazing animals, it flour- 
ishes and prospers even to the extremes 
of overstocking for grazing. The pas- 
ture of rye fielus are the first to show 
green vegetation \vhon spring approach- 
es, and with the exercise of ordinary 
judgment tho rye Tushire will tnsike ex- 
cellent grazing iu fall, winter aud oariy 
spring for the farm animals aud than 
yield a full crop of grain. It is one of 
those farm crops that 110 fanner can 
afford io bo without.—Omuha Herald.
